Thou- 
sands of Republicans voted for It, voted' for U 
solely 01 tbe ground that It contained Equal 
Suffrage. They would gladly, says tho Tritnmc, 
lave voted against It for other reasons, but full 
,luit they could do uotblfjr. that would neeui like 
turning their backs upon their piinciples. But 
many other equally good Republicans reasoned 
in this way: " Wo can adopt Equal Suffrage 
hereafter, as au amendment to Hie Constitution, 
but we cannot vote lor the new Constitution as a 
whole'," uud they did not vole for It.

three years ago, Mr. William U. Evans, n left- 
handed Welsh miner, living at High Park, in the 
Twelfth Congressional District of Pennsylvania, 
prepared an elaborately carved cano for presen- 
tation to Ahiaham Lincoln. It Is a moit curious 
and Ingenious piece of workraansnip, fashioned 
with » pen-knife out of a solid piece of hickory 
It is embellished from one end to tho other with 
a variety of figures. Near tho handlo U the face 
of an Indian; on the opposite side, and a little 
lower, a vignette of President Lincoln, and the 
initials, "A. I. ;" a little lower, the Goddess ol 
Liberty, with her loot OB a dragon ; next, a lit . 
an!, and a row of stars running vertically , then 
a spiral Iwlsl, resembling two separate pieces 
twined together ; below this, a glolw curiously 
carvid in the heart of the wood, and, underneath, 
a serpent, entwining tho cane upward from the 
ferule. The cane is painted and varnished, the 
__:ral figures carved thcrton being appropri- 
ately colored.' U cost tho carver many months 
of labor, and the assassination occurring before 
iU completion, prevented Its prcsunlallon a» or- 
inlnaily intended. On Tuesday it was presented 
prK ately to Hon. I) F Wade, as a mark of the 
high estimation in which ho is held by the Welsh 
of Pennsylvania, who regard him as the second 
Lincoln, In bis unswerving honesty, pure patri- 
otism, and devoted advocacy of itie cause of hu- 
man rights. _
